The War To End War 


How often during the fateful years 1914 to 1918, while the colossal strug- 
gle between Germany and the Allies Was in progress was heard the expression 
that this was a war to end war, This idea was embodied in the appeals 
made by all Allied Governments to their people to loyally and even cheerfully 
bear the heavy burdens being imposed upon them and to endure the terrible 
sacrifices they were called upon to make. Thousands of husbands and fathers 
fought and suffered and died declaring it was worth while if by such sacrifice 
the world of mankind was to be forever freed from the horrors of war. “Never 
again” was the watchword of these herdfe souls as, dying, they felt assured 
their descendants would never be called upon to face What they had endured. 

But afthough ‘the bugles sounded “Cease fire” along the great battle line 
on November 11, 1918, the war to end war was’ not then concluded. It is 
not yet concluded. Wars are even now in progress in different parts of the 
world, but more significant than these local struggles is the fact that, eVen 
with the elimination of Russia, the Buropean Allies in the Great World War 
have a larger numiber of men under arms today than Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Turkey and Bulgaria had when the Great War began in 1911. 

Today the peace strength of France, Italy, Britain, Poland, Rumania, 
Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia and Yugoslavia 1s. 1,937,000 men, while in 1914 the 
peace strength of Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and Tarkey was 1,504,- 
999, or nearly half a million less, 

The financial burden imposed on these war impoverished countries in main- 
taining nearly two million én in military idleness is an appalling one. © Im- 
portant advances have been made in reduction in naval armaments, and it is 
probable that more will follow, but as yet the even greater menace to the 
peace of the world constituted by huge standing armies exists. 

The whole race of mankind must rejoice, therefore, that the League of 
Nations is leaving no stone unturned to bring about, first, a binding agree- 
ment among all nations calculated to make war althost impogsible of outbreak 
and banish it from among the calculations which today every European coun- 
try has to consider, and, secondly, to bring about an early and drastic reduc- 
tion in all standing armies and armaments along lines which are proving 
effective in the reduction of navies and naval expenditures. 

Some people still scoff at the League of Nations, They criticize and 
eondemn it because it has not accomplished more. Yet when its aghieve- 
ments in the six years which have elapsed since the Covenant was drafted 
and signed are studied, the amazing thing is not what it has failed to do in 
that short space of time, but that it has accomplished so much, and has secur- 
ed such a large measure of confidence among the nations of the world. The 
influence of the League of Nations is the most powerful facior in international 
affairs today. 

Beneficial and effective in so many ways as the work of the League has

holds promise of heralding a new era in world history. 

The effect of the conéord displayed at Geneva is seen in the speeches 
delivered by two Generals who were active participants jn the Great War, 
one a German, the other a Frenchman. General-Veriaux (French) and Gen- 
eral Von Schoemaich (German) united in stating to the World Peace Con- 
gress at Berlin that “only complete general disarmament can save the world.” 
General Veiraux declared that “Tittle armies are as dangerous as big ones,” 
* and General Von Schoemaich said that most generals of the old regime knew 
that their theories were wrong, but had not the courage to confess it. He 
promised to support the movement looking to the abandonment of military 
service. 

The war to end war is, therefore, moving forward to victory. This really 
glorious war is not yet won. To achieve complete victory calls for the en- 
listment of every right-thinking man and woman to bring the last ounce of 
pressure to bear on Government in each and every country in order that 
strong national support for the League of Nations plan for universal disarma- 
ment will be forthcoming.

Ordinary prudence would suggest to 
the British farmers the uselessness of 
fighting against the climate, weather 
being beyond’ mortal control, and. the 
wisdom of accepting conditions as they 
are acknowledged to exist. — 

If the country is not adapted to the 
growing of the hard wheat millers, 
bakers and bread consumers require, 
would it not be wise to grow such 
crops as can be raised to good advant- 
age, perhaps roots, tobacco, grasses 
and coarse grains for instance?-Fam- 
ily Herald and Weekly Star. »

Demolihed Is London 


Passage of Time te B ia Bringing Changes 
To City 

The changes of time and ihe steady 
blows of the pickaxe have sent an- 
other London landmark to destruction 
in a cloud of dust. This was the 
building at 34 Cockspur Street; which, 
for generations, housed the establish- 
ment of a famous London clockmaker. 

Affixed to the front of this building 
was a great white-faced clock sur- 
mounted ‘by a time-ball, and very. old 
Londoners: recall that riding to the 
War Office of a morning from his home 


'in Piecadilly, the Duke of Wellington 


would draw rein to correct his time- 
Rlecesby the one which hung out high 
over the street. And now the old 
clock witif its time-ball, which became 
a landmark to Londoners of a succeed- 
ing generation who, on foot or on 
buses, could view it from the far side 
of Trafalgar Square, has disappeared 
with ‘the demolition of the building 
of which it was so long a part. 

. The passage of time has brought 
strange changes to this part of Lon- 
don which became known a§ Charing 
Cross after King Edward [. erected a 
Gothic cross there to matk the spot 
where his Queen's coffin rested in the 
thirteenth century, when the royal 
funeral procession halted on its way to 
Westminster Abbey, 

Why Cockspur Street came to be so 
named no antiquary appears to be able 
to say for certain, Conjecture has it 
that it was because of a fancied con- 
nection with the mews adjoining the 
celebrated “Cock Tavern” where Sam- 
uel Pepys, who described it in his 
diary as “& great ordinary mightily 
cried up,” dined Mrs. Turner, Betty 
and Talbot Pepys, Sir “Dennis Gau- 
den, and Gibson, and they were

ous for meat ané particularly pease- 
porridge|’’

Foot And 
Mouth Disease 


Federal Goverament Taking Pre- 
cautions to Prevent Spread to This 
Country 


Every possible precautions to guard 
against an outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease in Canada ts being taken by 
the Federal Government... Where it 
has been found necessary to interfere 
with trade, no seruple has been al- 
lowed to deflect the Government's pol 
icy. 

Recent regulations practically pro- 
hibited entry to all kinds of fodder, 
whether for packing or not, except 
from the United States. This has 
created great distress among erock- 
ery and glass importers, but the situ- 
ation is gradually improving. The 
order-in-council provides that if the 
packing has been thoroughly disin- 
fected, and bears. a certificate to that 
effect from a veterinary surgeon, it is 
admissable. The largo crockery pro- 
ducing centres in England have set up 
disinfecting plants, so that the diffi- 
culties are gradually being eliniinated. 

The prohibition of all corn imports 
from the Argentine has caused con- 
siderable trouble to importers, but 
the Government will not remove the 
embargo because the recent out- 
break in the United States is attribut- 
ed to this cause. Tho outbreak oc 
curred tn the four counties surround: 
ing the port of Galveston, Texas, where 
large consignments of Argentine worn 
had been recelyed. - Meantime the 
only country with which.a free inter- 
change of fodder and packing“ts per- 
missable is the United States. While 
this may seem paradoxiéal, in view ot 
the presence of the disease’ both in 
California and Texas, At is easily ex- 
plained. 

The United States possesses a high- 
ly efficient health of animals depart- 
ment, and the precautions taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease as 
between states are far more severe 
than the Canadian Government fas 
set up. Thus, It has not been con- 
sidered necessary to close the bound- 
ary from Manitoba west to the Paci- 
fic coast, because the border states 
have taken all precautions to protect 
themselves,

Major A, G, Wade, the British archaeo 
logist, who has recently made import- 
ant discoveries in the gravel pits near 
Farnham, Dorsé@tehire. 

Among the refes brought-to the fur 
face were the remains of mammoths, 
an clephant, wooly rhinoceri and 
beautifully made flint instruments, 
Thé finding of the remains of. the 
mammoth and the rhinoceri has no 
bearing on the climatic theory, aceord- 
ing to Major Wade, who said that both 
had thick coats and could have lived 
in a cold climate. 

“With the elephant,” he said, “the 
cage is different. He was not only a 
warm weather animal, but netded a 
tropical climate.” 

The flint instruments consist of 
great hand axes, oval-shaped discular 
implements larger than a man’s hand 
which were probably used for skin- 
ning and cutting up large animfls, and 
enormous spears of the Paleolithic 
age: According to Major Wade, the 
persons who used them had attained 
a much higher degree of civilization 
than those of the Neolithic period who 
followed them, 

Major Wade placed the age of his 
discoveries at 100,008 years, bas- 
ing his. estimate on the depth at which 
they were found under the gravel -of 
the old bed of the Wey River.

A Close Watch Should Be Kept On 
the Growing Child to Correct 
Early Defects ° 
Hurrah! 
And what of the health of the boys 
and girls? “Keep a child robust and 
sound in body until he is eighteen,” 
say medical expérts, “and the chances 
are he will remain so throughout life.” 


How important then that its health 
should be matntatned. A word to 
parents, Are your children freo from 
frequent colds, enlarged tonsils, ade 
noids, decaying teeth? These are 
serious hindrances to their health. Are 
they free from eyestrain? Do they 
hear well? Are they sound in body 
and limb? If not, then in school they 


lose a golden opportunity. 

“Canada a Laad of Opportunities!” 
Wwe say, and yet in this‘Jand are we 
breeding a race that shows appalling 
signs of deterioration? Statistics 
show an average of one physical de- 
feet for each school child in the Unit- 
ed = States, Fully twenty-five per 
cent, of the nation’s children are ‘be- 
low par, How is it with Canada? 
‘Are your children underweight? Be- 
ing underweight does not necessarily 
mean. being undernourished. Ow 
schools aim at wholesome citizenship, 
and whether your boy goes Into pro- 
fessional life or industrial life, sound 
health is essential to his success, 
What then can we do to make our boys 
and girls fit for the work of life? 

Medical examination in the schoot 
is not a fad. Tt is wed on medical 
research and G6nfirmed by experience. 
When the war breke out, over twenty- 
five per cent, of our boys were physi- 
cally unfit. We must not repeat that 
negtect to the rising generation,  Sys- 
tematic medical supervision must be 
given to our ehildren during the years 
they are at school, Careful medical 
examination should be given every 
child entering the school. And the 
mother: should be present to hear what’ 
the doctor has to say, and in turn to 


ask. questions for the benefit of the’ 


child. Especially so, in the case of 
non-Anglo-Saxon mothers. Thus 
they will come to understand thatthe 
school doctor is trying to help their 
child, And the mothers’ intelligent 
co- operation is’ needed to attain the 
best results. i ° 


During school age there are ade- - 


noids and discased tonsils to be 
watched, hero are ecaraches and 
eyestrains to be relieved, and teeth te 
be treated. There are skin and 
scalp diseases, spinal curve.and weak 
feet, all of which can be. helped and 
corrected if treated in time. A deli- 
cate child is no longer looked upon 
‘with pride. Insofar as we are eager 
to ‘be healthy, ashamed to be un- 
healthy, we are awake to the ideal ot 
our generation. 


What of the child's teeth? If teeth 


are lost, food cannot*be chewed; fi | 


they are defective, disease germs 
lodge in them; ff teéth and gums are 


diseased, poison invades the system | 


and undermines the health. The child 
suffers pain, and no one can be at his 
best mentally or phyatoally while 
suffering. 

What of your child's sight and hear- 


ing? Eyestraia or defective vision 
may cause irritability, headaches, 
nausea, loss of appetite, not infre- 


quently blindness, . 
starting with adenoids, hardening wax 
or a cold, may become impossible to 
romedy, unless taken at the beginning. 

Is your child to be under a handicap? 
Eye and ear defects are in large meas- 

ure responsible for inattentiveness, 
bad discipline and failure to be pro- 
moted, 

It all comes to this. We consider 
our reputation lost if our young peo- 
ple come from pur schools illiterate. 
Is our reputation secure if they come 
from our schools with needless phy- 
sical defects and handicaps. Let 
every boy and girl in Canada be givon 
a chance to be physically strong.

Old Roman City 
Is Interesting Find 


Was. Easily Recognized By Ancient 

Coins and Other, Relics 
~ Further details of the discovery near 
Harrogate of the 2,000-year-old Roman 
city of Isurium make it apparent. that 
the city covered about 70 acres and 
was surrounded by a wall a mile in 
circumference, nine feet thick and 
about 20 feet high. 

The find is one of the most interest- 
ing made in England for 50 years, and 
has attracted the attention of noted 
archeologists of Great Britain and the 
continent. The excavations were 
easily recognized as the ancient 
Roman city by coins and other relics 
found. Its locaiion is on the exact 
spot indicated in the sixteenth cen- 
tury maps of Roman Britain. 

Already much «f the wall has been 
exposed, including portions of a 
multi-angular tower. Close by were 
portions of a building, probably a 
grain warehouse, with the stone work 
in perfect preservation. A Roman 
road 30 feet wide was discovered a 
short distance from the granary. 

Many coins and much pottery and 
glassware have been found scattered 
over the entire city, The work will 
be continued until the entire city has 
been uncovered. It is probable that 
most of the relics will be presented to 
the British Museum,

A motor car resembling a fish on 
wheels caused a stir in a quiet court 
of the Temple recently, where it was 
parked while its occupant paid a visit 
near by.

“Troops By Air 


Flying Troop Trains One of the 
Developments of the Future 

Aeroplanes capable of transporting 
fifty e fdlly-armed soldiers—approxi- 
mately a platoon of infantry—are be~ 
ing built for the British Alr Ministry.
